REMARKS 

Claims 1-4 are all the claims pending in the application. Claim 1 has been amended. No 
new matter has been added. 

Claims 1-2 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph, as allegedly 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The Examiner asserts that the composition lacks the term "admixture" in order to 
properly define the compositional components in the formulation. 

Applicants have amended Claim 1 to recite the phrase "positive working photosensitive 
admixture composition." Claim 2 depends fi'om Claim 1. Claims 1 and 2 thus include the term 
"admixture."
